ALBANY, March 10.—A ‘liberal ’”’ 
prohibition enforcement bill, ‘which 
vould legalize the manufacture and sale 
in this State of beer containing not in 
-xcess of 3 per sent. of alcohol for home 
:onsumption, was introduced tonight by 
senator J. Henry Walters of Syrac.ise, 
President: pfo tem. and Republican 
leader of the Senate. The bill proposes 
to. abolish the saloon and not even to 
permit -8 per cent. been being served 
with meals in hotels. 

It -was evolved after conferences in 
which-. the Bemocratic leaders of the 
Legislature were not invited to partici- 
pate. Statements made by the latter 
‘onight. donot indicate any whole- 
nearted support by the Democratic mi- 
vority in the Senate and Assembly for 
che Walters bill, which does not go far 
enough in>-its. ‘‘ liberal ’’ construction of 
the Federal prohibition amendment to 
ineet their views. 

Eveén,the Republicans are said io be 
sumewhet divided regarding the wisdom 
of enacting the bill. It had been expect- 
éd. that Assemblyman George R. Fed¥on 
of. S¥facuse would introduce the bill in 


the lewer house,- but Mr.. Fearon said:

bill will not. be introduced in the As- 
sembly at‘all. Speaker Sweet also dis- 
claimed responsibility for it.

When the conferences of those pro- 
moting. the’ liberal enforcement bill ‘be- 
gan the plan was to include in its pro- 


syisions: one. that would sanction the 


traffic in Nght wines. There is an ex- 
tensive. wine industry in Western New 
York. The omission of any such provis- 
ion in the measure as ftroduced led 
Senator Walters-to say: 

“There has been a great demand for 
a definition which would permit the 
sale of light wines. Light wines con- 
tain from 8 to 10 per cent. alcohol, and 
a definition providing that such a liquor 
is not intoxicating might be held un- 
reasonable by the courts. The limit is 
flaced at-3 per cent. in this bill be- 
cause that is believed to be reasonable.’’ 

The Walters bill defines as liquor “‘ all 
distilled or rectified -spirts, wine, fer- 
mented, and malt liquors containnig at 
least one-half of 1 per cent. of alcohol.” 
Intoxicating liquor is defined as 
‘liquors containing more than 3 per 
cent. .of alcohol.’’ Non-intoxicating bev- 
erages, according to the bill, include 
‘liquors containing not more than 8 
per cent: of alcohol by weight, and 
used, or intended to be used, for bever- 
age purposes.”’ 

The term “trafficking in liquor’”’ 
is somewhat obscurely defined as 

‘the sale of less than five gallons of 


. iiquor, or sale of five gallons or more 


of liquor in which less than five galions 
of any one kind of liquor is included.’’ 

The regulation of such liquor traffic 
as the bill would sanction is vested in 
the States Excise Department, which 
wil retain virtually all of its present 
machinery. Liquor dealers will be taxed 
«. rate of $50 a year; druggists dispens- 
ing Nquor on physicians’ prescriptions 
in lots not to exceed one pint and with 
enly oné* sale on each prescription will 
be taxed $19 a year. In addition there 
will be. a stamp tax of fifty -cents a 
barrel on liquor containing not in ex- 
cess of 3 per cent..of alcohol. On liquor 
containing from 3 to 14 per cent. there 
will be a Stamp tax of ten cents a gal- 
ion; on liquor containing from. 14 to 
21 per cént. twenty cents a gallon, and 
on liquor containing’ in excess of 21 
per cent, thirty cents a gallon. 

The bill permits the preparation and

ie e@ saloon keepers and liquor 


fumes, drugs and imwedicines which con- 
tain no mors alcohél than is necessary 
for the legitimate purposes of extraction, 
solution or preservation and which con 
tain drugs in a sufficient quantity to 
medicate such compounds. 

A provision is.embodied permitting the 
purchase of. liquor for sacramental and 
other necessary non-beverage purpose; 
under the atrictest regulations and 
supervision. 

By-a companion bill, also introduced 
by. Senator Walters, the provisions of 
the local option taw, both in cities and 
the rural districts, are preserved. Any 
territory which is now ‘* dry’ will con- 
tinue to be so, und even honintoxleating 

verages cannot be sold therein. .

CONFERENCE TODAY LIMITED 


Railway Officials Only Will Meet 
‘Director General Hines, Bank- 
. ers Awaiting Developments.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—As a pre- 
liminary to the conference to be. held 


tomorrow by Director General Hines ‘of 
the Railroad Administration, prominent 
bankers and railroad officials, at wnich 
time the financial status of the roaas 
will be reviewed, the Director General 
held a conference today with Eugene 
Meyer, Jr., and other members of the 
War Finance Corporation. 

The corporation has about $375,000,000, 
of’ which, it is practically certain, part’ 
will be used for relieving the deficit the 
Ratlroad Administration faces as a re- 
sult of the La Follette-Sherman-France 
filfbuster, which prevented the passage 
of the $750,000,000 appropriation asked 
for by Director General Hines. It is 
understood that some _ question has 
arisen as to.the amount the corporation 
can lend to the Railroad Administration. 
The loans must be based upon securities 
of a certain value. Just what railroad 
stocks, may be accepted as security 
moust be ascertained, and the worth of 
the various ( stocks will no doubt be 
discussed a +? meeting tomorrow.

Bahkers Await Developments. 


Developments in the railroad finance 
situation took a new turn yesterday 
when it became known that the confer- 
ence scheduled for today at Washing- 
totn would be attended only by: Director 
General Hines and others of the Rail- 
road Administration and representatives 
of the railroads, the bankers who were 
expected to attend being absent. 

Just. when the bankers will see Mr. 
Hines is not known. They are ready 
to make whatever advances are neces- 
sary as soon as they know what they 
are lending on. But just now, accord- 
ing to financial experts, the railroads, 
or most of them, have nothing to pledge 
for collateral, and the Railroad Admin- 
istration, pending legislation, is no bet- 
ter off. 

The crux of the matter, it was ex- 
plained, lies in the fact that of a total 
of 171 Class A railroads, only about 
forty-five have come to terms with the 
Railroad Administration. The others 
are still arguing with the Administra- 
tion over terms and conditions, and 
more than a few are said to be very 
far from an eement. 

One Rromines banker said he would 
be willing to make considerable ad- 
vances to railroads if he could be sure 
he would be r ser oF by the Railroad Ad- 
ministration. banker thought the 
give as- 
surances. that loans arranged at’ this 
time would be recognized Officially as 
binding obligations. 

The as on made in some quarters 
that the War Finance Corporation is 
abundantly able to take care of the rail- 
roads is not generally accepted by bank- 
ers. It is-pointed out that the corpora- 
tion, under the law, must réceive-collat- 

for whatever advances it makes,: 
and it is said there is grave doubt as to 
the corporation's power to make ad-‘ 
vances, under any conditions, to the 
railroads. on account of rental money 
owed by the. Government, . The corpora- 
tion, however, is expected to play an im- 
portant ‘and useful part in financing the 
purchase of equipment. The matter of 
Teallocating equipment ordered by the 
Railroad Niministration, incidentally, is 
likély to. be brought up at today’s con- 
ference. 

Bankers still say that as soon as the 
railroad muddle is aeares up there will 
be no trouble in raising whatever funds 
are necessary. Whether this will be 
done by B way s of a national pool, or

For several hours:after that similar 
bodies of men of ali branches of the 
Government service Kept. arriving on the 
scene, but obeyed without protest the 
injunction of the policemén on guard:

‘I wish every 
civilian‘ crowd we had’ to handle gave 
us as little trouble as those soliders and 
sailors did.”’ 

The order ~-to stop the pérformance 
came after protests from hundreds of 
civilians and men in the service of the 
Government had been made to Mayor 
Hylan. It was the Mayor wko-sent Mr. 
Whalen and the Commissioner of Li- 
censes with orders to induce the Chris- 
tians Producing Company to abandon Its 
program. 

Committee Visite City Hall. 

C. S. King, manager of the Navy Club, 
and a committee of sailors called at the 
City Hall early yesterday morning’ car- 
rying a petition signed by more than 
2,000 American svldiers and sailors 
asking that the Mayor use his authority 
to prevent the performance ‘of German 
opera. Mr. Hylan. dit not see them, 
but his secretary, Mr. Whalen toon the 
petition and to him. Mr. King delivered 
the message from the petitioners. 

‘* We have. tried every legal means in 
our power,” said Mr. King, ‘in an ef- 
fort to stop this affront to our men: in 
service and to our Allies. We have con- 
sulted attorneys; we have talked the 

matter over with the most influential 
men in the city. We even telegraphed to 
the Governor for help. They all told 
us the same thing—that Mayor Hylan 
was the only man who could help us in 
this matter. 

“It is now up to the Hayter of New 
York to.show.us and the whole world 
whether he is '70° per cent.’ German and 
30 per cent. American or whether he is 
100 per cent. American. .He can pre- 
vent this open spread of German propa- 
ganda while our_boys overseas are: suf- 
}fering every sort of hardship to guard 
what they have won at the risk df their 
lives from these same Germans. 

“We are not disorderly.. We, by our 
training, dislike anything resembling 
mob violence. You know,'that and the 
Mayor knows it. If Mayor Hylan fails 
to act and, through the fault of some 
hotheaded. boy, thefé {Is trouble at the 
Lexington Theatre tonight the blame for 
that trouble will rest squarely on the 
shoulders of the Mayor. We ask his

The division of cavalry riflemén which 
is in charge of the work of clearing the 
city of Spartacides reports fdrther in- 
stances of cruel. murders by the ‘insur- 
gents. _ An ‘automobile “bearing ‘seven 
soldiers.was attacked in Warschaver- 
stfasse and all were murdered. Another 
automobile filled with volunteer soldiers 
was captured and nothing has oeen 
heard from them. 

A woman soldier in the Spartacide 
ranks who.was captured by the Govern- 
ment troops is declared to have con- 
fessed participation in more inan 
twenty killings. 

The Spartacides are also accused of 
using airplanes for attacks on peaccable 
citizens. An unidentified airplane’ yes- 
térday dropped a bomb on a “rowd 
standing in line to buy food. Apparent- 
ly the. airmen mistook: the crowd for a 
group of combatants. The explosion of 
‘the bomb resulted in thirty casuaities 
among civilians, including women and 
children. 

Lichtenberg became today the centre 
of the Spartacide resistance. A virtual 
reign of terror prevails in that district. 
The Associated Press received a report 


‘from Government headquarters this aft- 


ernoon that when the Spartacides late 
on‘ Saturday stormed Police Headquar- 
ters. there. they shot all the officers on 
duty. :

GENEVA, March 9.—Fugitives from 

Russia describe life in Russia under 
Lenine’s rule as a nightmare-in a luna-. 
tic asylum. These unfortunates continue 
to straggle into Switzerland. I have 
talked with many of the’ victims of the 
Bolshevist madness, who are still haunt- 
ed by the terrible scenes they have wit- 
nessed, and unnerved by the mental 
and physical tortures they have en- 
dured, and the tales they tell are fui 
of grotesque horror. 

“The City of Moscow,” oné of them 
says, “is réduced to about, 1,000,000 in- 
habitanfs. ‘Before the Bolshevist régime 
it had 3,000,000. The population is 
starvation and plague, deci- 
mated by- executions, rotting in prisons. 
Flight. is almost impossible, for the 
trains have stopped running. 

“In the streets tragic and terrifying 
sdenes are enacted. A horse falls ex- 
hausted with hunger and is Immediately 
attacked by .a score of famished dogs, 
who begin tearing it. Red Guards with 
loaded revolvers keep off the crowd 
which: soon assembles, watching the hor- 
rible sight with ferocious looks of envy. 
But sometimes the guards do not arrive 
on the scene in time, and then men and 
women cast themselves upon, the 
carcass, Slashing it with’ their knives 
and fighting with, the snarling dogs for 
the bleeding strips of flesh, which they. 
devour on the spot, not having sufficient 
will: power left to carry their booty home 
to cook. 

Prisons Full of Madmeos..: . 


‘ Such is the’ communist paradise which 
the Bolshevik promised their miserable 
dupes. Fear and famine have engen- 
dered a veritable epidemic of insanity. 
The asylums are overcrowded and for 
the last two months have been unable 
to accept new patients. Lunatics and 
maniacs of all kinds stalk raving through 
the streets.

NEW YORK TO ‘GIVE $125,000 


| Speakers Pay Tribute to Ideals-and 


* Principles That Guided Life 
*< ) Begun 100 Years Ago. 


Responding to the appeals of Henry 
Morgenthau, .ex-Ambassador to Turkey, 
and of Jacob H. Schiff, for a united ef- 
fort to spread the ideals of Judaism, 
the Executive Committee of. the Isaac 
M. Wise Centenary launched a campaign 
last night at the Harmonie Club, # East 
Sixtieth Street, to raise $300,000 for the 
support of the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations and the Hebrew 
Union College in Cincinnati. 

It was announced that $100,000 of this 
fund would be raised by the Reformed 
Congregations in the New York metro- 
politan district, and $25,000 more among 
unaffiliated Jews. The Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, Daniel P.’ Hays, 
was intfoduced by Ben Altheimer, Vice 
Chairman.’ Mr. Hays outlined the needs 
of the union and the college, and em- 
phasized the ideals which had domi- 
nated them ever ae Vs they were founded 
\by_ Dr. Wise,

We can ead a Jewish revival 
in this country, which is our Zion, and 
not Palestine. 

“I have no objection to the ag yo of 
a Jewish university in Palestine. I think 
it is a fine thing. But when we realize 
the opportunities that the men who sit 
at this table have had in this country, it 





.} seems 7 stupid and ridiculous notion not 


to admit that this is the Promised Land. 
Let us wake up, and, as the Christians 
have done, be a militant religion. 

‘* Everywhere L-have been people have 
told me that they were not for Zionism, 
but that they were afraid to assert 
themselves. All that the Zionists want 
they have got. President Wilson has 
assured us that full civil and religious 
rights would be granted to Jews every- 
where. It did not require Zionists to 
get that. They will get it as the re- 
sult of the conduct of Jews throughout 
the world. ‘The League of Nations 
would be imperfect if it did not in- 
clude it. 

‘*You cannot make a good American 
out of anybody unless he is religious, 
and as we want a fine morality, we are 
locking to you ministers of the Jewish 
faith to give it to us. 

‘To the moral strength of our nation, 
American Judaism must contribute in 
the greater measure. In times of ad- 
versity and prosperity the moral and 
spiritual courage of the Jew has be- 
come proverbial. \ Now, in this new era 
for America and for the world, this 
strength and courage, the _ roots of 
which are imbedded, in our religion, must 
be fosteredand made a living force more 
than ever before. The Isaac M. Wise 
Centenary gives us the opportunity to 
establish the institution of American 
Judaism on a firm foundation. This we 
must do, lest we fail to contribute in 
the fullest measure our share to the 
spiritual rebuilding of tue world.’’ 
| After referring with a smile to his 
| difference of opinion with Mr. Morgen- 
| thau upon the question of Zionism, and 
| urgin upon all Jews the necessity of 
| standing firmly for Judaism, regardless 
of any differences on that matter, Mr.

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FINANCING GERMANY’S FOOD 
SUPPLY. : 

It is easy to understand France’s 
@bjection to Germany’s depleting the 
resources to which France must look 
for the reparation which her wrongs 
and sufferings entitle her to demand. 
But France is to be commended for 
assenting to the modifications made 
by the Allies. ‘Her objection was not 
well taken, bechuse Germany must 
have both man powe: and capital if 
she is to earn the income frém which 
alone she can make reparation. Even 
if. it were possible to condemn’ the 
Germans to slavery and to confiscate 
German capital, the results would be 
Jess favorable to France than to per- 
mit Germany to retain working capital 
and to keep her man power efficient. 
The confiscation of capital would be 
Possible but once, but the income of 
capital can be ‘put under a mortgage 
which shall run over a term of years 
te‘an aggregate exceeding the capital. 

While that is the argument on gen- 
eral principles, we have a specific in- 
terest in the subject. -The food which 
fis to be bought with Germany’s re- 
gources must be supplied in greatest 
part from here, and /there is an argu- 
ment against our resources being en- 
larged from this source as welt #s 
sgainst Germany's resources being de- 
pleted. If our food were to be sold 
to the totals. mentioned, half a billion 
@r more, and to be paid for by Ger- 
man credits, we would have an in- 
$erest in Germany which -we do: not 





. wish to acquire and which ought not 


to be allowed to any nation under an 
fyrangement in which all are inter- 
Ssted. It would be better that’ Ger- 
®any's financial arrangements should 
made through the Allies, soon to 
Secome the League. Germany’s note 
Badorsed by the League would be a 
more generally acceptable security, 
and ‘questions about prices and pay- 
ment would be managed with less 
friction and with less imputation of 
selfish interest if made by all the 
Allies than by one of them. If any 
particular nation made the arrange- 
ments for supplying Germany with 
anything, there is & troublesome ques- 
tion of exchange, a banker's profit 
which it is desirable to eliminate.

ENVER’S 100,000. 

Et d’un! as.Monte Cristo used to 
say. ResHip Bey, sometime Governor 
of Diarbekir, one of the guiltiest plan- 
ners and executors of the Armenian 
butcheries, killed himself the other day 
when caught by the police. He seems 
to have been intending to take refuge 
in Anatolia, where he might have 
The arrest of divers 
and sundry grandees of the Committee 
of Union and Progress spoiled his 
plans, and the police were too hot on 
his track. If he dies unwhipped of 
justice, yet ‘‘ suicide ts confession.’’ 

Perhaps the strangest story in all 
the motley multifarious history of the 
Committee attributes to it the dispatch 
of missionaries to the Russian Bolshe- 
viki. Turkish nationalism has van- 
ished; but the far-scattered sur- 
vivors of the Committee may well have 
seen that their sole, if desperate, 
chance lay or lies in.the spread of Bol- 
shevism to. the west. To the Turks 
themselves the economic, social, and 
political doctrines and practice of Bol- 
shevism would be about as intelligible 
and interesting as the nebular hypoth- 
esis. In 80 far, however, as it is 
mere looting and murder, it has been 
practiced by the Turks in Asia and 
Europe for hundreds of years. The 
assassins of Armenians, Greeks, Arabs, 
Syrians, understand ‘that part of the 
Bolshevist gospel. The Kurds are il- 
lustrious professors of it. 

The Committee of Union and Prog- 
ress, or its thriftiest members now in 
exile, are supposed to have plenty of 
money in Swiss, German, Austrian, 
Dutch banks. It will require a credu- 
lity almost unimaginable to believe 
that these chevaliers of political and 
financial industry will be inclined to 
waste any of the proceeds .of their 
virtue on the dissemination of Bolshe- 
vism. In Constantinople an unexpect- 
ed but lovely fruit, of the Bolshevist 
missionary work carried on by thé 
Committee or its colporteurs is the 
belief, according to a London corre- 
spondent, that ENverR Pasha ‘“‘ will 
‘* shortly return from Russia with an 
‘* army of 100,000 desperate. charac- 
**ters who will restore Committee

DELAYING THE PORT AGREEMENT 

It ‘is not pleasant to record the.fact 
that New York has succeeded to the 
réle New Jersey formerly played as 
obstructor of the ‘organization of the 
Port.of New York as a unit.

So far-as the inaction of New 
York on the plan to unify the port by 
treaty, between..New York and New 
Jersey is due merely to the personal 
convenience of the officials of New 
York City it is not serious, and their 
absence from the conference op the 
subject need: not be too severely re- 
marked upon: ‘It is different when 
the inaction of New York is supported 
by argument against the merits of the 
treaty. Whatever the argument, it is 
the same for both States, and New 
Jersey is not now afraid to venture, 
although it was tardy in coming to 
the support of’ the measure. 

The danger is lest New Jersey should 
revert to its earlier sentiment and be- 


| gin competitive development of its 


side of the harbor. Then all hope of 
symmetrical and co-operative develop- 
ment would disappear. In that case 
New -York would lose trade to New 
Jersey, just as it is already “fosing it 
te Baltimore, Philadelphia, anc South- 
ern ports.

There is pending a 
proposal to divide the line haul from 
the terminal charge, Commissioner 
Woot.Ler being committed to it and 
the other Commissioners not too firm- 
ly wedded to their decision in the 
lighterage case 

Reconsideration of that decision 
would give the New Jersey side of the 
harbor an advantage of 7 to 12 cents 
a hundred pounds, and would leave 
New York under the added cost of 
cartage through tunnels or over 
bridges. New Jersey leads New York 
now in preparation for those aids to 
the efficiency and cheapness of mov- 
ing trade through the unified port, 
but the best to be hoped for without 
the treaty is only a small part of what 
could be done with the treaty." A 
cuarter of a billion is wanted, and 
the ‘sum cannot be supplied by either 
New: York or. New Jersey alone. New 
Jersey regards itself as sufficiently 
safeguarded by the requirement of 
action by the Legislatures of both 
States for’ the creation of the port 
authority, and by the reservation of 
veto power by either Governor over 
the action of the port authority after 
creation. If New York wants more 
than that; it puts itself in danger of 
wanting too much, just as New Jer- 
sey originally did.

one of George Washington's, of. which

Mount Vernon, Oct. 10th, 1787. 
My Deszr Humphreys: 

Your favor of the 28th ult. came duly 
to hand, as did the other of June. With 
great pleasure I received the intimation 
of your spending the Winter under this 
roof. The invitation was not less sin- 
cere than the reception will be cordial. 
The convention shall be, that in all 
things, ‘you shall do as you please—I 
will do the same: No ceremony shall 
be observed—nor any restraint be im- 
posed on any one, 

‘The Constitution that ts submitted, is 
not free from imperfections; but there 
are as few radical defects in!it as could 
well be expected, considering the hetero- 
genious mass of which the Convention 


4 was composed ‘and the diversity of in- 


terests which were to be reconciled. A 
Constitutional door being opened, for 
future alterations and amendments, I 
think it would be wise in the People to 
adopt what is offered to them, and I 
wish it may be by as great a majority 
cf them as in ‘the body that decided on 
it; but this is hardly to be expected, 
because the importance, and _ sinister 
views of too many characters will be 
affected by the change. Much will de- 
pend however on literary abilities, and 
the recommendation of dt by good pens; 
should it be openly, I mean publicly, at- 
tacked in the Gazettes. Go matters 
however as they may, I shall have the 
consolation to reflect, that no objects 
but the public good, and that peace and 
harmony which I wished to see prevail 
in the Convention, ever obtruded, even 
for a moment, in my mind, during the 
whole session, lengthy as it was. What 
reception thig,State .will give,to. the. pro- 
ceedings (thro’ the great territorial 
extent of it) I am unable to inform you. 
In these parts of it, it is advocated be- 
yond my expectation. The great oppo- 
sition, if great is given, will come from 
the Counties Southward and Westward; 
from whence I have not, as yet, heard 
much that can be depended on. 

I, condole with you at the loss of your 
parents; but as they lived to a good old 
age you could not be unprepared for the 
shock; tho’ there is something ‘painful 
in bidding an adieu to those we love, or 
revere, when we know it is a final one. 
Reason, Religion and Philosophy may 
soften the, anguish, but time alone can 
irradicate it. ; 

As IT am beginning to look for you, I 


shall add no more at present, but the

NAVAL DIFFERENCES WIDE 


Big Sum Will Bé Saved If Shift Is 
Made to the. Hood Com-.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Possibility 
that the whole battle cruiser program of 
the navy, involving an ultimate expendi- 
ture of nearly half a billion dollars, will 
be abandoned in favor of a new type of 
cruiser battleship was indicated today 
by an announcement ‘that Secretary 
Daniels had ordered a suspension of 
work on the six thirty-five-knot cruisers 
already authorized until a decision as to 
the future type of capital ship could be 
reached. j ‘ 
, There is a wide difference of opinion 
among American naval officers as to 
whether the slow. battleship and the 
fast cruiser should not give way in the 
future to a ship. combining the power of 
the one and. nearly. the speed of the 
other, Because of this fact Congres- 
sional committees have deferred action 
on six additional: cruisers until a full 
report, on new types can be made by 
the department. 
It is to gather information for. this 
report that Secretary Daniels and_his 
three chief technical advisers will ‘sail 


on Saturday for Europe. They will be 
met overseas by Admiral Benson, Chief 
of Operations, and Vice Admiral Sims. 
Upon their return some weeks before 
Congress meets in extra session, prob- 
ably in the early Summer, a general 
Pies ig will be held at which a ma- 
jori opinion of experienced officers 
jon be worked out as to what types of 
capital ships should be built. 
Daniels Tells of Differences. 

This statement was authorized today 
by Secretary Daniels: 

‘* The conclusion relating to the type of 
capital ships resulting from a close study 
of naval activities of the present war 
has created such a difference of opinion 
among naval experts that the Secretary 
of the Navy has. directed the temporary 
suspension of the building of the large 
battle cruisers. 

** Admiral Mayo, the Commander. in 
Chief of the United States Atlantic 
Fleet, when before the Committee on

is because of the difference of

Question Centres on the Hood. 


The navy has not had a similar con- 
troversy over ship designs for ten years.

The 
Hood will carry eight 15-inch rifles and 
full battleship armor, and will have a 
speed of a little more:than thirty knots 
an hour. Her displacement is in excess 
of 40,000 tons. 

It is understood that the origin ur- 
pose of the construction of the Hood 
was to produce a vessel to meet the 
raids of the German battle cruisers on 
the British coast. Officers who have 
not taken sides in the dispute nee say 
that, so far as they know, Great Britain 
has not anea down any additional ships 
of this typ 

The advantages of a very high-speed 
yay ere however, appealed strongly 
to American officers overseas, and they 
have urged this construction so strongly 
that the whole building program here 
threatened for a time to be blocked by 
failure of the naval establishment to 
agree on what was desirable. It was

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Several

make a motorcar to sell at $250 to $350. 

“" The. recent Supreme Court decision 

whereby we must distribute $19,000,000 
‘accumulated profits is the thing that 
definjtely. convinced us a new company 
Was essential,’’ said Mr. Ford. 
‘**'The new company will be owned en- 
tirely within our family, and thus can 
be directed without outside interference. 
The plan of dividing our plant among 
many cities is one we have decided on 
after deep study. We have no intention 
of building all our factories at once, 
nor will ‘we operate them at first as we 
intend. to eventually. 2 

““We expect to start work on our 
Plants inthe early part of next year. 
We are hunting water power, and so 
far have only two definite locations; 
and they were bought primarily for 
tractor factoriés. They are at Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, and Troy, N. Y. You see, 
it’ will probably be a year before we 
launch the new company into operation. 

* Our first new factories will be com- 
Plete and will be able to supply the 
first demand. Then new factories will 
be. built, one making pistons, one axles, 
one wheels, and so on until we have a 
factory for each integral part, and as 
many complete factories as are neces- 
gary to head down § transportation 
costs.’ : 

That the announcement of a new com- 
pany and a lower priced car might be 
considered an attempt to force minor 
stockholders in the Ford Motor Com- 
pony, to sell their stock was brought to 

tr. Ford’s attention. 

** I_know that will be the conclusion,”’ 
Mr. Ford said, ‘‘ but it is not true in 
the Iéast. We are going to hold our 
interests in the old company and wil? 
not buy a share of any one else’s stock, 
so that charge cannot be borne out.’’ 

* Mr. Ford said that the new car would 
be for the use of people who had no 
urgent need for. a motor car except 
to go to and from work or for infre- 
quent pleasure trips.
